In a recent letter I gave some 
account of the leaching anil culture 
provided by the Slate of New York 
for its deaf-mutes at its Institution 
on Washington Heights, where 
deaf, dumb and blind children are 
ivlso taught. There are other in- 
stitutions for those unfortunate*., 
in this city, and one of the most 
useful and important among them 
is the New York Ear and Eye In- 
firmary, situated at Second Avenue 
and Thirteenth Street Its pur 
pose is to relieve, and if possible, 
cure the deaf and blind. For more 

than half a century it has pursued 
that Christlike work under the 
care of able physicians, devoted 
trustees, and tin advisory hoard of 
Charitable ladies. Oa the eleventh 
of May, a new Aural Pavilion; the 
gift of the late William C, Schem- 
erhorn. was dedicated by the in- 
stitution. This addition costs *75,- 

000 and contains two operating 
rooms, Bpecial rooms for patients 
with brain complications and a 
separate ward I'm children. Al the 
dedication, addresses were made by 

the Hight Reverend Henry 0. Pot- 
ter, D.D., vice president ot the In- 
Urinary; the Rev. W. H. Huniim:- 
ton, D.D., and Uev. David H 
Greer, \).\>., Miss Helen Keller, 
the blinddeaf mule; William .!. 
SchielTelin, ami Dr. (iorhani Haeon. 
Helen Keller's address was most 

impressive, and the ladies ami 
gentlemen of Hie audience ware 
moved to tears, by the pathetic 

scene and the Struggles of the 
beaut il ul girl to speak orally so 
that her words could bo understood. 
Ilei teacher. Miss Sullivan, assisted 
as an interpreter, but it was a 
great relief when her life- long 

friend, Joseph Jefferson, the actor, 

read Miss Keller's manusciipl to 
the audience. He prefaced the 
reading with some anecdotes of 
their friendship, said that Helen 
Keller had asked him to do this 
service, and addetl, that "there 
was nothing in his power that he 
would uol do for her." 

Tho services and speeches of the 
afternoon had been Interpreted to 

Miss Keller, as they progressed by 
her teacher, and she thus began 
ber addiess:

Miss Keller's address was receiv- 
ed with enthusiastic applause by 
the audience, and after the cere- 
monies she was tho centre of 
in I crest. 

In thfs connection It is fitting to 
call attention to the recently pub 
lished autobiography of Helen 

Keller, called "The Story of My 
Life." The volume contains be- 
sides the " story," a large numbei 
of her letters from L887-1901; and 
a supplementary account of her 
education, including passages from 
the reports and letters of her teach- 
er, Miss Anne Mansfield Sullivan. 
The book is illustrated by fourteen 
portraits ami pictures. It has been 
edited by John Albert Macv, of 
Cambridge, Mass., and is published 
by Douhloday, Payo and Company, 
of this city. 

Helen Keller was born in issti, 
at Tuseumbia, Alabama, her father 
was a captain in Hie Confederate 

army, ami hermother, Kate Adams, 

who was his second wife, was the 

daughter of a Massachusetts man 
who had settled in Arkansas, and 
after the war moved to Memphis, 
Tennessee. Helen was a sound 
and healthy child, but nineteen 

months after her birth she was 
suddenly attacked with acute con- 
gestion of the stomach and brain. 
The doctor thought she could not 
live. The fever left her as sudden* 
ly as it came, but it took away 
both si.oht and hearing. Helen has 
never had an illness since, but sho 
has lived in silence and in dark- 
ncsss, and but foi the inteifse devo- 
tion of Miss Sullivan, who has 
made Heleu's life a part of her 
own, she would have probably re- 
mained in comparative Ignorance 
and deprivation so long as sho 
rived. The BtOry ol her education 

Is one of the most marvellous thai 

has ever been told, and no resume 
can do it justice, yet some extracts 
from the volume may give indica- 
tions of its novelty, and intense in- 
terest. She writes: 

When I was about live years old we 

moved from tho little vine-covered he 

The family oonsistod of 
mv fathoi ami mother, two other half- 
brothers, and afterward a little sister,

bursts of passion. My parents were deep- 
ly grieved ami perplexed, We lived a 
long way from auv sehool for the blind or 
the deaf, and it seemed unlikely that any- 
one would OOme to sueh an out 

way place as Tuseumbia, to teach a child 

who was both deaf and blind. Indeed un- 
friends and relatives sometimes doubted 
whether I oould bo taught. 

Helen's mother had read o I Laura 
Brrdgmao in Dickens' " American 
Notes," bul she also knew that her 

teacher, Dr. Hows, was dead. 
When Helen was six years old, bar 

father took her to Baltimore lo con- 
sult an eminent physician. He 
said that he could do nothing, but 
advised Mr. Keller to see Dr. Alex- 
ander Graham Hell, of Washing- 
ton. To him they went, and Helen 

was at ones attracted to him. 

" Ho understood my signs, and 1 
knew il ami loved him at once. 
But I did not dream that that In- 
terview would bo the d<x>r through 
which I should pass from darkness 
into light, isolation to friendship, 

companionship, knowledge, love." 

1>\ Dr. Hell's advice, application 
was made to the Perkins Institute 
for the Blind, in Boston, for a 



reaohei ; and in response, on the 

third of March, 1887, when Helen 
was nearly seven years old, her 
teacher. Miss Anne Mansfield Sulli- 
van, came to her. The devotion of 
this teacher to her charge, from 
that day to the present hour, is one 
of the most touching stories in the 
annals of Christian philanthropy. 
Miss Sullivan had been recovered 
from blindness at the Perkins [a* 
stitulion, and she gave herself, to 
her pupil with a love finely blend- 
ed with wisdom, a devotion utter- 
ly unselfish, a patience which never 
wearied, and powers of insight am! 
invention which seem to be divine- 
ly given lo enable her to do her 
work. Then Helen describes the 
coming of her teacher: 

On the afternoon of that eventful day, 
I stood on the patch dumb, expectant. 1 

1 vaguely from my mother's signs 
and from the hurrying to and fro in the 
house that something unusual was about 
to happen; so I went to the door and wait- 
ed on the steps. The afternoon sun pene- 
trated the mass of honeysiiekle thai 
ed the porch and fell on my upt timed fact. 
My lingers lingered almost uuoousoiously 
on the familiar loaves ami blossoms which 
hud just come forth to greet the 
Southern spring. 1 did not know what 
the future held of marvel or surprise for

ar languor had succeeded this passionate 
struggle. * * 1 felt approaehin, 
steps. 1 Stretched out mv hand as I sup 
posed to my mother. Some one took il 
ami I was hold olose in the arms of hoi 
who had come to reveal all things to me, 
ami more than all things else, to love me. 

Next day Miss Sullivan taught 
her the word "doll," in connection 
with the gift of one, spelling the 
name in her hand. Helen did not 
know that doll was a word, or even 
thai words existed, bin she imitat- 
ed her teacher, and in a few days 

had learned to spell, by manual 
alphabet, a great many words. The 
tlist word that she connected In- 
telligently with the object 
"water. It was the woid which 

she had seemed to remember from 
infancy, though as tho years pass- 
ed, her utterance of it became less 
and less distinct. It was meaning- 
less to Helen, and mij>ht never have 
attracted the attention of an ordi- 
nary teacher, but Miss Sullivan was 
ever alert for opportunities of lead- 
ing out the mind of her pupil. 
This was the occasion.

From this point, sometimes with 
great rapidity tind again through 
disappointment, trials, ami varied 
experiences, Helen Keller, under 
the guidance of Miss Sullivan, has 
grown to know far more of the 

world in which we live, the people 
who inhabit il, the languages which 

I hey speak and the books which 
have been written by tho men and 
women, than most well educated 

women. She can read, and write 

upon her typewriter in English, 

French, Latin and (ircek, and can 
speak these languages upon her 
lingers. She has made strenuous 

eiTons to acquire oral ipeeoh, and 
can make herself understood by 
speech, though it is painful to listen 
to her, as it is in the case of most 
deaf-mutes. The ignorant, wilful 
child has become a lovely, Intelli- 
gent, grateful and happy woman 
No one call read the record 
of Helen Kellei without emo- 
tion and gratitude to God thai the 
miracles which 001 blessed Lord 

wtought by His almighty word, are 
still permitted to be wrought in .a 
measure by His disciples, who by 
faith, patience, lalu-r and !. 
make tho blind to sec ami the deaf 
to hear.— Augutttu, ta A. )'. 06- 
scrver.

May 81, Mr. Mann is a graduate 
of our Institution, and has been a 
missionary to the deaf for many 

Mr. Mann chose as the text of 
his sermon the twentieth veiae of 
the thirteenth chapter of 1 "roverhs: 
" He that walketh with wise men 
shall tie wise: but a companion of 
fools shall bo destroyed." 

The important lesson to be learn- 
ed from the text, is the necessity 
for good associations. We are here 
the speaker said, for a purpose, 
ami wo do not, accomplish that 
purpose if we neglect any means of 
development. Our associations 
should not be merely persons with 
whom to while away the time, but 
should influence our growth. If 
WO associate only with our mental 
equals, we do not learn anything 
from them, and make no progress. 
If, on tho other hand, we seek tho 
company of those who are our su- 
peiiois, we profit by their conversa- 
tion and by their thought. There 
is a tendency, which the speaker 
deplored, for the deaf to congregate 
and discuss matters of no value 
— to (jossip (OK/ to watte the time. 
Against this evil he warned the 
class and their schoolmates, saying 
that il was one which ^rew until, 
if harmless at first, it eventually 
became a positive influence for the 
bad. 

The necessity for reading whs 
also pointed out. Mi. Mann said 
that his observations had been all 
of tho deaf whom he knew to be 
readers of the Bible were invaria- 
bly the intelligent deaf. Some read 
other books and newspapers, but 
the rule held, nevertheless, as he 
found, that those who were cons 
ent and systematic readers of the 
Bible, were also readers of other 
things. 

ltev. Mr. Mann's talk was earn- 
est and piactical, and was given 
(dose attention — Silent H< 
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According to statistics, over one 
hundred thousand visitors am 
in New York every day. Many of 
them of con ism do not come for 
sight seeing, but of those who do a 
luge proportion visit the Kden 
Music. The result is that every 
day one can see people at the Musoe 
from ale in Ihc Union and 

often from every civilized foreign 
country.

So natural are the wax 
groups and tigures that it is almost 
impossible to distinguish them from 
visitors. In fact the visitors are 
most frequently taken for wax fig- 
ures. Many additions have been 
made recently to the collection 
and it is now at its beat. In the 
largo Winter Garden which is kept 
delight fully cool, moving pictures 
are shown hourly and a change of 
subjects is made each time.

Do not think what yon would 
he do, but what you ought to 
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Dkafnejss will always be more or 
lew an obstacle ia business and 
social life. 

That seven-tenths of the aggre- 
gate of business communications are 
given through the medium of ar- 
ticulate sound, ia a fact that standi 
oat prominently to the dind vantage 
of the deaf. 

The pure-oralist claim, that the 
deaf are "restored to society" by the 
acquisition of the art of lip-reading 
and the education of the vocal or- 
gans, even in what is called the 
"finished product," is a delusion in 
ninety-nine out of a hundred cases. 
The education that stores the 
mind with useful knowledge and 
trains the hands to intelligent ex- 
i through some created form 
of work, does more to alleviate 
deafness than anything that educa- 
tors have planned, f mafic* have 
eonjnred up, or enthusiasts have 
dreamed aliout. 

Science is constantly aiding 
icatiou to break down the bar- 
riers which interpose between 
deafness and hearing. What has 
been done by the telephone in 
conveying sound is being duplicat- 
ed by the telautograph in con- 
ing handwriting. There are 
several kind* of telautograph, 
invented by different persons, with 
mechanism radically different. The 
apparatus invented by Caselli and 
Oray, has been greatly simplified 
and improved upon, so that its 
cost is reduced to a low enough fig 
ore to make it of commercial value. 
In this machine, in using the 
transmitter, one writes on a roll of 
paper, with a pen or pencil, and it 
is instantly reproduced on the 
receiver at the other end of the 
line. 

A new telantographic machine 
has been invented in France by a 
Mr. Ritchie, and is being introduc- 
ed into business establishment*, 
and is meeting with marked sucess. j 
fiat the latest ia probably the 
best of all. It is an invention that 
will send and receive wireless 
messages on a typewriter. The in- 
- van tor is Giuseppe Musso, revenue 
(roller of the Province of Genoa, 
Italy, and a graduate of the L'rii- 
versity of Genoa. The inventor 
says of 

"The system is primarily the 
substitution of the typewriter for 
tbs Moms instrument, of written 
language for the code. The send- 
er uses the ordinary ke/board of a 
typewriter, while the part of the 
line to which a message is t 
sent is equipped with the writing 
portion of the machine. The secret 
of the ass of these parts of a 
typewriter is this connection is that 
a surrent freed by touching a key 
will operate only the corresponding 
stamp in the receiving machine. 
This can be used in either the 
wireless or ordinary methods of 
telegraphic transmission. With 
wireless telegraphy I have experi- 
mented for a long time, and have 
succeeded ia eliminating the > 
fusion which exists in sending and 
ig. I am able to send two 
Messages at once in any direction 
without having them become in- 
volved one with another, iiy a 
method cf changing oscillations, 
any station or all stations on a line 
may he isolated. Transmission 
this system is much faster than that 
in whisk the Morse code is used and 
will save mecti time." 



Soase one will say there can be 
no benefit to tbs deaf in these in- 
struments. Hut, pause a moment 
and reflect. To the writer's know- 
ledge, half a score of deaf men have 
been denied the advancernnt which 
their service earned and their ability 
warranted, simply because they 
could not take and send instruc- 
tions by pneumatic tube or tele- 
phone. The universal application 
of telautographic Instruments 
would overcome, this obstacle. It 
would also make more certain than 
the telephone that no misunder- 
standing of orders would occur, 
The up-to-date business man has a 
telephone on his desk these days. 
May we not hope and believe that 
we will find a telautograph and 
telephone combined attach' 
the desk of the business man of 
the very near future?

the plates have been made they 

are proof-read. The plates arc rend 
with the lingers, and any dots that 
have been misplaced are hammered 

down. In a letter to Mr. Murphy, 
Miss Hague wood 'a teacher says Lin- 
nie has no difficulty whatever in 
correcting any mistakes that may 
occur. After the brass plates arc 
proof-read, flic printing is done on 

moistened sheets of plain white

Recently we weie down in the 
" Classic town of Athens, Ohio. 
Classic, because within its confines 
is situated a university, and this 
alone gives the town fame. Then 
too, it is nestled iu and among hills 
for the country is a prolongation of 
the Appalachian Mountain system 
and naturally coal of the bitumin- 
ous vaiiety, is one of the products. 
It didn't lake long to show Ihis, for 
uiineis could be seen either going 
to or from theii work as the irain 
sped along through the valley. 

Arriving in Athens, we made our 
way to the Herald and Messenyrr, 
and as we entered the composing 
room, we almost stumbled over 
Willie Hayes with a galley of 
matter. He has been employtd by 
the coucern for a number of years. 
There Is only one other printer in 
the office, and the two set up all the 
matter of the weekly paper. How- 
ever, there is a type-setting machine 
and Mr. Hayes has learned to run 
it. He is well liked hy his employ- 
er and "ives entire satisfaction iu 
his work. 

Millfield, a little village ten miles 
north of Alliens, is the lioinu of a 
classmate at the Institution here 
and at (Ltllandet, College of the 
writer, Lewis Lee James. He left 
Gallaudet in 1875, and since then 
has kept himself aloof from the 
deaf. Some time ago it was report- 
ed that he had passed away. Learn- 
ing that he was still living we went 
up to Millfield, but found on reach- 
ing there that his home was some 
two miles out over the hills.

After a little, Mr. James recogniz- 
ed the Stranger and then followed a 
hearty shaking of hands, such as 
twenty-eight years separation do 
manded. Several hours were spent 
with him recount ing school and 
college days and persons and in- 
cidents connected tlieiewith.

James looks after the farm of his 
father, who is now deaf and almost 
blind from Ihe infirmities of age. 
The home is on a high elevation 
overlooking to the north and south 
rich valleys The farm contains 
1M acres, and coal operators have 
made examinations ol il and have 
offered options for part of the place, 
but have thus far been unsuccess- 
ful iu securing their end.
